sion: 

“Permit me to say with what sin- 
cere pleasure I receive you as repre- 
senatives of the King of the Belgians. 
a people for whom the people of the 
1 nited States feel so strong a friend- 
siip and aamiration, a King for whom 
they entertain so sincere a respect, and 
to express my hope that we may have 
many opportunities to earning and de- 
serving their regard. 

Speaks for Americans. 

“You are not mistaken in believing 
that the people of this country love jus- 
tice, seek the true paths of progress and 
have a passionate regard for the rights 
of humanity. 

“It is a matter of profound pride to 
me that I am permitted for a time to 
represent such a people and to be their 
spokesman, and I am honored that your 
King should have turned to me in time 
of distress, as to one who would wish 
on behalf of the people he represents, to 
conaider the claims to the impartial sym- 
pathy of mankind of a nation which 
deems iteelf wronged. 

“I thank you for the document you 
have put in my hands containing the 
result of an investigation made oy a ju- 
dicial committee appointed by the Bel- 
gian Government to look into the matter 
of which yeu have come. to speak. It 
shell have my most attentive perusal 
and my most thoughtful consideration. 

Day of Reckentng to Come. 

“You will, I am sure, not expect me 
te say more. Presently, I pray God very 
soon, this war will be over. The day of 
accounting will then come, when, I take 
it fer granted, the nations of Europe 
will assemble to determine a settlement. 
Where wrongs have been committed, 
their Consequences and the relative re- 
sponsibility Involved will be assessed. 

“The nations ef the world have, for- 
tunately, by agreement, made a plan 
for such a reckoning and settlement. 
Wheat such a plan cannot compass, the 
opinion of mankind, the final arbiter in 
uch matters, will supply. 

“It would be unwise, it would be pre- 
matire for a single government, how- 
ever fortunately separated from tne 
present struggle, it would be incon- 
sistent with the neutral position of any 
nation, which, like this, has ne part in 
the contest, to form or express a final 
judgment.

“Let me say to you how much we fee! 
ourselves honored to have been calle:

and of our whole nation to the illustri- 
ous statesman whom the American peo- 
ple have called to the highest dignity 
of the Commonwealth. 

“As far as I am concerned I have al- 
ready been able, during a previous tri), 
to fully avpreciate the noble virtues of 
the American nation, and I am happy 
to take this opportunity te express the 
admiration with which they inspired 
me. 

Neutrality Violated. 

‘Ever since her independence was first 
established Belgium has been deciared 
neutral in perpetuity. This neutrality, 
guaranteed by the Powers, has recently 
been violated by one of them. Had wa 
consented to abandon our neutrality for 
the benefit of one of the belligerents we 
would have betrayed our obligations to- 
ward the others, and it was the senso 
of our internationa) obligations, as well 
as that of our dignity and honor, that 
has driven us to resistance. 

“The consequences suffered by the 
Belgian nation were not confined pure- 
ly to the harm occasioned by the forced 
march of an invading army. This army 
not only seized a great portion of our 
territory, but it committed incredibic 
acts of violence, the nature of which 
is contrary to the principles of man- 
kind. 

“Peaceful inhabitants were masse- 
creed, defenseless women and children 
were outraged, open and undefended 
towns were destroyed, historical and re- 
ligious monuments were reduced to dust, 
and the famous library of the University 
of Deuvain was given to the flames. 

“Our Government has appointed a judi- 
cial commission to make an official in- 
vestigation, so as to thoroughly and 
impartially examine the facts and to de- 
termine the responsibility therefor, and 
T will have the honor, Excellency, to 
hand over to you the proceedings of 
the inquiry. 

America Beat Judge. 

“In this frightful holocaust which is 
sweeping all over Europe the United 
States have adopted a neutral attitude. 

“And it is for this reason that your 
country, standing apart from either one 
of the belligerents, is in the best post- 
tion to judge, without bias and partial- 
ity, the conditions under which the war 
is being waged. , 

“Tt was at the request, even at the 
initiative, of the United States that all 
civilized nations have formulated and 
adopted at The Hague a law regulating 
the rights an4 usages of war. 

“We refuse to believe that war has 
abolished the family of civilized pow- 
ers, or the regulations to which they 
have freely conser.ted. 

Praises American Spirit. 

“The American people has always dis- 
played its reapect for justice, its search 
for progress and an instinctive attach- 
ment for the laws of humanity. There- 
fore it has won 4 moral influence that 
is recognized by the entire world. It is 
for this reason that Belgium, bound as 
it is with you by tres of commerce and 
increasing friendship, turns to the 
American people at this time to let it 
know the real truth of the present sit-

U. S. Asked to Find 8-Foot 


Briton at Large in Germany 
LONDON, Sept. 16.—The United States 
Giplomatic and consular services now 
have added to their multifarious duties 
that of finding a British giant who is 
at large in Germany. 

A circus agency, which booked a 
Briton for a German tour lest spring, 
has. informed Consul-General Skinner 
that it should be easy to locate Tedy 
Bobs, as the giant is known, because 
“he is a rather conspicuous figure, being 
& feet tall and having a lame left leg.” 

Tedy Bobs, whose real name is Fred- 
erick Kempsted, has an enormous appe- 
tite, and is expected to aid his country 
by reducing Germany's food supply. 


Mortality Greater Among 
German Wounded Than French 


PARIS, Sept. 16.—Out of 760 wounded 
Germans who arrived at La Rochelle 
yesterday 151 were in such a grave state 
that they could not be transferred from 
the station to the hospital and several 
died during the day. 

The mortality generally among the 
German wounded is much higher than 
that of the French. Of 7000 French 
wounded in the hospitals at Vichy since 
the war began more than 2300 have re- 
turned to the front, while many more 
are on convalescence leave. Most of 
the French wounded are suffering from 
bullet wounds while most of the Ger- 
mans have shell and bayonet wounds.

LONDON, Sep® 16—Theodore Taper- 
ger, a 39-year-old boy of Philadelphia, 
arrived at the offices of the American 
Relief Committee in London today 
with a Hungarian widow and her 
six children, whom he had brought all 
the way from Budapest. 

Young Taperzer had been visiting rel- 
atives in Hungary. He started to come 
out alone. At the railroad station in 
Budapert he met a forlorn family whose 
father, now dead, had been a natural- 
ized American citizen. He took the 
Hungarian mother and her children un- 
der his care and brought them suc- 
cessfully te London. On his arrival 
here the boy drew a draft on his father 
in Philadelphia, which was honored 
promptiy by the Relief Committee. He 
then acted as interpreter for the widow 
while she told her story and obtained 
aid from the committee, after which he 
attended to getting steamship passage 
for his charges. 

The chairman of the Relief Commit- 
tee said today that, no persons apfiying 
to the committee for help had shown 
more self-reliance and intelligence than 
had this 9-year-old American boy.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 16.—As agreed 
upon by the Democratic caucus and ad- 
ministration leaders, the war revenu3 
bill was reframed today to eliminats 
the freight tax and provide special 
levies and stamp taxes. 

It will tax banks with capital and 
surplus not exceeding $25,000, $560 a year 
and $2 for each additional $1000; stock 
brokers, $50; pawnbrokers, $20: commer. 
clal brokers, $20; custom house brokers, 
$10; proprietors of theaters. museums 
and concert halls, $100; circuses, $100: 
public exhibitions, $10; bowling alleys 
and billiard halls, $ an alley or tabie; 
dealers in leaf tobacco, $6 to $24, accerd- 
ing to volume of business; dealers in 
tobacco, $12; manufacturers. of tobacco 
and cigars, $6 to $24. These taxee are 
in addition to those upon wine, beer and 
gasoline previously agreed upon. 

The stamp taxes proposed, subject to 
probable revision by the committee, are:

‘‘During the days of the 14th and 15th of September the rear 
guards of the enemy, with which our pursuing forces were in con- 
tact, were reinforced from the main body of the German army. 

‘‘The enemy is engaging in a defensive. battle along their en- 
tire front, on which certain of their positions show strong organ- 
ization. This front is bounded by the region of Noyon, the 
plains to the north 
heights to the north and to the west of Rheims, and a line which 


runs thence to the north of Ville-Sur-Tourbe, to the west of the 


Argonne region, and which is continued thence beyond the Ar- 
gonne by another line which passes north of Varennes, a point 
that has been evacuated by the enemy and reaches the River 
Meuse in the neighborhod of the Forest of Forges, which is north 
of Verdun. 

‘‘During the pursuit of the enemy executed by our troops after 
the battle of the Marne, the Germans abandoned numerous prison- 
ers to our hands. To these men there has been added a large multi- 
tude of stragglers who were bidden in the forests. | 

‘‘No exact accounting of these prisoners or of the war mater- 
ial captured by us so far has been possible. It is for this reason 
that the Minister of War, who does not want to give out figures 
which might be considered fantastic, refrains from announcing the: 
details of these captures.’’

Austrians and Germans 
Have Spicy War Bread 


Francis Joseph’s Troops 


Carry Ration Made of 


Wheat and Potato Flour, Eggs, Milk, Salt, 
Cinnamon, Nutmeg: and Yeast. 


By COL. EDWIN EMERSON. 

MAINZ, Sept. 4.—Hvery army in time of 
War carries what is called war bread, 
which forms a part of the durable re- 
tions, and is intended to be eaten, if 
necessary, while on the march. The Ger- 
man soldier receives for his war bread 
a zweibach, in which are mixed together 
100 grammes of raised dough and 10 
grammes of cooked rice together with 
salt. Beaten eggs and sugar are added 
to the dough in order to improve its 
flavor and to increase the neurishing 
powers. The proportion is 500 eggs to 100 
kilogrammes of flour. .Finally potato 
flour is used, it is said, to prevent the 
bread from growing stale too easily, and 
caraway seed gives it spiciness. 

The Austro-Hungarian soldiers carry 
their dureble ration of bread in small 
eotton bags. This bread is shaped like 
@ sausage and consists ef wheat fleur, 
potato flour, eggs. unskimmed milk, salt, 
cinnamon, nutmeg and yeast, 

In France each soldier receives as his 
durable ration 10 loaves of bread, each 
of lien is 70 milifoatore Katee ineen) 


long, 65 millimeters broad and 28 milli- 
meters thick. In any case this bread 
does not taste as good, nor is it as 
nourishing as the Austrian bread, for 
the ‘‘pienpion,’”’ as the French infantry 
is called, must be satisfied with a loaf, 
which is made only of flour, yeast and 
Water. 

The war bread of the Italians and 
Romanians is very similar to that of 
France. It is, though, somewhat darker 
and has a untformly smeoth crust. 

The Swiss soldier carries his war 
bread with him in a small pasteboard 
box. Each of these little packages con- 
tains five small loaves, which weigh al- 
together only 260 grammes. 

The light-colored war bread of the En- 
glish is kept in geod condition in smal! 
soldered tin boxes. 

The Belgians give their soldiers a war 
bread made of flour, sugar and eggs, 
each loaf heving 4 punctures. Holes 
are also pierced through the Turkish 
war bread, which is made in round 
disks, having a diameter of 166 milli- 
metere and a very thick, brown crust.

- LONDON, Sept. 16. —Negotiations now 
are actively under way looking to an 
exchange of particulars relating to pris- 
oners of war between England and Ger- 
many, and eventually to the exchange 
of some of the prisoners themselves. 
Through the embassies, legations and 
consulates here and on the Continent, 
the United States Government is bend- 
ing every effort to faollitate arrange- 
ments which will permit Britons in Ger- 
many and Germans in England to cem- 
municate with their families and friends 
from the oencentration Oamps 
they are held. 

Under the Hague convention, prison- 
ers of war or civilians are accorded the 
right to correspond with relatives, of 
course, subjected to strict censorship 
by their captors—but hitherto the Ger- 
‘Man authorities have refused to permit 
captured British subjects to send mes- 
sages.of any kind homeward and nat- 
urally the Government here is disposed 
to treat their Gerthan prisoners in the 
same way. 

In a few cases Germany has cem- 
municated to the American eongulate, 
for transmission to Engiand, the bare 
fact that such and such HEnglishme 
are incarcerated. Pressure exerted oy 
the American Government at Berlin, 
however, told on the Kaiser's officials, 
who now adopt a kindlier course toward 
their British captives, and BPngland 
will follow suit with regard to Germass 
held in concentration camps here. 

It is impossible, according to an un- 
derstanding at the War Office here, 
that there will be any exchange of gsol- 
dier prisoners, but noncombatants and 
alien enemies in both countries probably 
seon will have an opportunity to return 
hemeward, on a reciprocal basis ar- 
ranged by the United States. 


American Officers Looking 
After Prisoners of War 


LONDON, Sept. 16.—Henry 8. Breck- 
inridge, the American Assistant Secre- 
tary of War, arrived in London today 
from Havre by way of Weymouth, on 
the American cruiser Tennessee. The 
oruliser brought no American refugees, 
as virtually all who 4Gesire to leave 
France had already done so. 

Breckinridge left Maj. Clyde 8. Ford 
at Vienna, Maj. Ryan at Berlin, Capt. 
Granville Sevier at Genoa, and Capt. 
Cress at Budapest. Maj. Morton J. 
Henry and nine ether American officers 
remain in Paris to look after their coun- 
trymen and assist in caring for the in- 
tereats of the. belligerents whose wel- 
fare has been entrusted to the United 
States. 

In France alone, chiefly in the neigh- 
borhood of Paris, it is estimated that 
40,000 Germans and Austrians are in- 
terned. The American officers make fre- 
quent visits to the school and other pub- 
lie buildings where they are held and 
talk with the prisoners, inspect the san- 
itary conditions, examine the food 
served and generally look after the well- 
heing of these foreigners. American 
officers are performing similar duties 
an hehilf of interned belligerents of 
other countries involved in the war.

He spent the two francs on a 
modest meai, thinking his name and 
draft would provide him with plenty of 
money to go on with. 

No Business in Drafts. 

On presenting himself at the bank he 
found no business being dono in drafts. 
The steamship company wanted cash 
and so did the hotel. He was then re- 
duced to the same straits as hundreds 
of Americans of ai) stations. 

He oould not get a bed without cash, 
but managed to get a few francs from 
an acquaintance to telegraph his bank- 
ers th London to apprise them of his 
plight, but it was not until two days 
later that inatructions reached the local 
bank to negotiate the draft and Mr. 
Vanderbilt was provided with cash. In 
the meantime he made his bed in his 
$7500 automobile and went hungry. 

It was necessary today for Uncle Sam 
to pay the hotel bills of three Anier- 
ican refugees who believed the Govern- 
ment had no intention ef making un- 
willing victims of the war live in quar- 
ters beneath their station.

LONDON, Sept. 4—Writing from 
Paris, 2 correspondent of the Standarg 
gives details of the battle of the Marne 
and ef the part the British troeps played 
in it He ebdtained his marrative, he 
says, from British soldiers, as fellows: 

“Dawn was just breaking and the man 
lay ourled up im the blankets en all 
sides. Suddenly the bugles sounded 
yeveille. After a hasty meal came the 
order to fall in, and long before the 
sun rose over the tree tops the men 
were on the move. Although they hed 
had a heavy march on the day before, 
mo one showed any signs of weariness, 
for the whisper had gone cut that de- 
fore night the Brétish world be testing 
their skill against the Germans. This 
brought sufficient excitement to make 
them cever the ground as quickly as 
possible. 

They merched heur after hour 
through a country of fields of corn, 
comfortable farm heuses, heavily laden 
fruit trees and dainty flower gar- 
dens. The scene wae one of perfect 
peace, Old men and women, acoom- 
paried by fresh-faced ohfldren, came te 
the reafiside and waved to them as they 


“As the afternoon were on they contd 
see the Germans being driven back. On 
ail sides great stretches of charred waete 
were the only remaine of whet a few 
days befone had been acres of corn 
grain ready for the harvester.

Destroyed. 

“During a heft at what had been a 
peaceftl vilage the troops had an op- 
portunity, of viewing the handiwork of 
the Germans. One fine olf buflding, 
evidenti¢ the home of a well-to-do fam- 
ily, had been stripped of everything of 
value before it wae gutted by fire. Brok- 
en picture frames only partially de- 
stroyed by the flames showed the edg- 
ing of camvas whore pictures had been 
ent out. Two fine marble statues, too 
eumbersome te be remeved, had been 
smashed by the soldiers. 


"In more humBie dwellings were twist- 
ed bedsteads, broken crockery and parts 
eof children’s toys. F.verything that goes 
to make a home had been destroyed. 

“BHven the dead were not held sacred 
in the hour of retreat. A church on the 
edge of the village had been given to the 
flames; graves were ruthlessly trampled, 
tombstones smashe4 and crosses trod- 
den under foot. 


“As the march was resumed, the at- 
titude of the men showed a distinzt 
change. There were no more whistling 
of music hall tunes, no more light ban- 
ter. Each man’s face wds set and de- 
termined. 

Preliminaries eof Battle. 

“As night drew tear the rumbling of 
guns was a idible in the distance. Then 
came a messenger on a foam-spattered 
horse, bearing dispatchas to the Genera! 
to inform him of the poalition he should 
take. After delivering hia dispatches 
and receiving others, he mounted a 
fresh horse and disappeared into the 
darkness. 

“Still the khaki-clad men marched on, 
every mile bringing the escund of the 
-heavy firing nearer. Toward midnight 
a squadron of cavalry came into touch 
on the right flank, and a little later the 
men were 0A what was to be the firing 
line. The ermy came to a halt, but 
harder things then blankets were in 
store for them. 

“Horsemeti came fiying from nowhere, 
and were as quickly dispatched into the 
darkness. After « short wait the’ men 
dug trenches and threw up breastworks 
for the coming fray. Daylight showed 
in frent’ an almost level stretch of open 
country backed by a bet of timber 
. where the Germans hed takcn their po- 
gition: Altnough none was visible, the 


 wdods were alive with armed men and 


behind them was the artillery § in 


me oo protected by breastworks. 
=f e British troups waited, backed up 


by heevy guns in the rear, entfl sudden- 
ly there was a booming in the distance, 
followed by a long-drawn yell ae a shell 
passed overhead to explode with a deaf- 
ening rear at a safe distance from the 
trenches. The Germans had opened the 
duel. 


Germans n Firing. 

“All at once, little spurts = dnet be- 
gan rising in front. The men in the 
woods were trying to get the range, but 
sti] the British had no orders to fire. 
One ef them, unable to control his anx- 
lety te use his rifle, rese from the 
trenches, exposing himself te the fire, 
only te fall back dead. 

“Finding themselves unable to draw 
the British fire, the Germans advanced 
imte the open, only to be met with a 
heavy veliey. They quickly sought 
oover, and then the fight became wicked. 
After two hours of continuous fighting 
j}the Germans got the impression that the 
spot they occupied was an unhealthy 
one and retired into the heart of the 
woods. The British guns practically si- 
lenced the German batteries, thanks to 
information received from a French 
aeroplane. They then turned their at- 
tention to the riflemen in the woods and 
under the protection of a gruelling fire, 
the British advanced. 

“Had they been on parade, they could 
not have shown more coolness or stead!- 
ness. After cevering most of the inter- 
vening space at a walk, they broke into 
double time and were soon in the yi- 
cinity of the thicket. 


“Finding the British guns had located 
them, the Germans retreated. On the 
British left and right flanks the cav- 
alry rounded the edge of the woods. 
while the infantry passed through the 
center of the timber. On reaching the 
far side they fell into close formation 
and charged, and few of the Germans 
were left. Dead Germans, struggling, 
wounded horses and broken guns made 
a thrilling but terrible picture. Grea; 
gashes torn in the ground were eloquent 
signs of the acouracy of the British 
gunnery. 

Aeroplane Is BEDffective. 

“At another stage of the battle Ger- 
mans were massed near a wood, while 
the British lay well away from them. 
On one side were the French under 
Gen. Pau. On the other some desultory 
firing took place and the Germans tried 
to hide their real strength under cover 
of the forest. But the allied command- 
ere had been well supplied with Infor. 
mation and were on the alert. 


“The Germans, it is reported, asked 
for an armistice for the purpose of car- 
ing for the wounded and burving the 
dead, but while this request was under 
consideration a British aeroplane got 
on to the fact that the Germans were 
setting a trap for the allies. Negotia- 
tions were at once broken off, and the 
fighting began. The airman had seen 
an immense number of guns enter the 
woods, the Germans having evidentiy 
Planned to put up a sham fight and then 
retreat so as to @raw their pursuing 
force right on top of the hidden guna. 

“A .terrific cannonade was at once 
opened upon the wood, which took fire, 
and, as a brisk wind was blowing, the 
flames soon turned the forest into an 
inferno. The Germans rushed out in 
great disorder .and the British fel! on 
them hip and thigh. The men, remem- 
bering all that had been done to them 
and the peasantry, fought with terrible 
fury to wipe out the score. 

“The German commander concentrat- 
ed all his energies on saving the gune, 
but the allied commanders determined 
to frustrate him, and much fierce fight- 
ing took place around the artillery. The 
British cavalry distinguished itseif by 
the dash and determination with which 
it swept down on German horses tha 
were trving to escort the guns to piace. 
of safety. They went through them 
like an avalanche.

BERLIN, via Copenhagen and London, 
Sept. 16.—The public has been showing

The track at the place of the wreck 
rune for 100 yards along the side of a 
creek, but which is usually dry. Yes- 
terday morning it contained more than 
12 feet of water. The creek bed ap- 
proaches the 12-foot railway embank- 
ment from the south and turns in al- 
most at right angles when it strikes the. 
embankment, and follows it for 100 
vards and then abruptly turns to the 
south again. 

A. W. Humbert, at the edge of whose 
farm the wreck occuyred, said this 
morning that he never had known more 
than 5 feet of water to be in the creek 
and that it is dry for 10 months of the 
year. 

Pmbarmkment Washed Ont. 

The railroad embankment, at the point 
where the current from the creek would 
strike it, was riprapped with large rocks 
and the remainder of the embankment 
is of dirt covered with gravel. This dirt 
embankment washed away from the end 
of the riprap, leaving the track sus- 
pended in the air. The train ran on to 
this. 


The train ran on this track and top- 


riled over on its side into the creek, the 


water swirling over the cars. The pas- 
sengers in the chair car were washed 
from their seats to the end of the car, 
and 26 were drowned in a heap. 


The bodies were not brulsed and there 
appeared to have been no struggle for

Ed D. Levy. general manager of the 
Frisco, said this morning that Engineer 
James O’Brien did the right thing in 
trying to stop his train, but he believed 
ifr O’Brien had continued running at a 
speed of 45 miles an hour, which was his 
speed when he discovered the oendition 
cf the track, the train would have 
passed over the bad track.

IAMES E, SULLIVAN, 
STRONGEST A.A. U. | 
SUPPORTER, DIES 


To His Energy and Knowledge 
America Owes Most of Its 
Olympic Success. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 16.—James FE. Sui- 
livan, secretary-treasurer- of the Am- 
ateur Athletic Union of America, and 
Olympic Commissioner in recent Olym- 


pic games, died here today. Death fol- 
lowed an operation for the removal of: 
an intestinal obstruction, performed 
Monday. 

Mr. Sullivan was 53 years old and had 
been .connected with the organization 
for. 30 vears, or since its organization. 
He was president of the A. A. U. in 
1910 and 1911. 

sullivan was probably the world’s 
best-known supporter of athletics and 
the existence of the Amateur Athletic 
Union of America on its present high 
plane is due largely to his executive 
genius and to his wonderful knowledge 
of athletics. 


Olympic Success Due to Him. 


To Sullivan also the United States 
owes much of its success in the Olym- 


pic games since their revival in 1896. It 
was Sullivan who annually headed the 
movement for organizing the American 
Olympic team. who superintended the 
selection of the athletes and who shoul- 
dered the burden of the work of ob- 
taining funds for training and sending 
the men abroad. 


Was World’s Best Authority. 


Sullivan was the best posted man on 
athletics in the United States. Not only 


did he have at his fingers ends the rece- 
ords of all the club and college athletes 
of America, past and present. but he 
was equally familiar with those of for- 
eign performers. 

Sullivan was connected with a well- 
known sporting goods manufacturing 
establishment and it was frequently 
charged that his athletic connection was 
due entirely to commercial enterprise. 

Sullivan, however, made many per- 
sonal sacrifices In the interest of ath- 
letics and nothing to his detriment has 
ever been charged because of business 
connection with sports It is safe to 
say that his genius has held the A. A, 
'". together and has been largely re- 
eponsible for its tremendous growth.

FORGERY CHARGE 


Dr. Rolla Bracy, Former Cor- 
oner, Finds Name on First 
Deed of Trust to House 


Declares He Never Signed. 


MAN FINDS FARM HE 
BOUGHT INCUMBERED 


Stephen Uelk Says , Beverly 
Stevens Assured Him Per- 
sonally That the Title to 
Property Was Clear. 


Dr. Rolla Bracy, former Coroner of 
St. Louis County, after examining rec- 
ords at Clayton today, said his name haa 
been forged to a deed of trust in con- 
nection with a real estate transaction 
conducted through B. ©. Stevens’ real 
estate firm. 

Dr. Bracy said that two weeks azo 
he paid $700 to the Stevens firm as a 
last payment on hig home in- Wellston. 
When he examined the title records to- 
day he discovered there was on file a 
$758 mortgage deed of trust against his 
property. A signature, purporting to be 
bia, was on the recorded deed. 

Ds. Bracey said the signature was 
a forgery and that he weuld ask fer 
a criminal warrant. 

Check Is Returned. 

J. B. Miller, @ years old, of 2313 Care- 
line street, visited Clayton today and 
said that on Aug. 28 last his wife went 
to the Stevens office to collect in- 
terest due her on a note. In payment 
of the interest she received a cheox 
which came back from the bank 
marked ‘‘no funds.’’ Since then she had 
been unable to collect the $90. 

Miller examined the records and found 
that a deed of trust sold to him as being 
for $1500 was drawn for only $1000 and 
that two St. Louis County lots on which 
he loaned money were practically worth- 
less. 

Further irregularities were found to- 
day in the tangled affairs of the real 
estate, mortgage loan and insurance 
business of Stevens. 

Stephen Uelk of Creve Coeur went to 
the Recorder’s office to look up the rec- 
ord in connection with a farm which he 
purchased from the Walter Jackson 
estate, throngh the Stevens office, Oct. 
19, 1912. 

Uelk said he paid $2908.70 for the farm 
and that Stevens personally told him 
the deed and certificate of title would 
be sent to him, After some delay he 
received the deed, but not the title cer- 
tificate. 

Uelk today discovered that at the time 
he bought the farm it was subject to a 
$1160 deed of trust held by August = 
sebaum, 

He is positive in his statement nas 
when he purchased the farm Stevens 
told him it was unencumbered. 

Little Business Done in Office. 

Beverly C>Stevens Jr., a nephew of B. 
C. Stevens, was employed in Stevens’ of- 
fice from 188 until last July. His broth- 
er, Ellis Stevens, also worked there. He 
said today that he knew nothing of the 
irregularities. He said that “at this 


} time” he would not tell why he and his 


brother resigned last July. 

Young Stevens said his uncle attend- 
ed to all of the loan and mortgage bus!- 
ness, most of which he conducted away 
from his office. He had two automobiles 
and it was his custom to ride about the 
county every day visiting prospective in- 
vestors at their homes. Only a smal] 
proportion of the business was conduct- 
ed in such a way that, the clerks in the 
office knew of it, he said. 


Has Not Visited Office. 
Since the discovery was made that the 


affairs of his firm were involved, Stev- 
ens has not appeared at bis office i. 
Clayton. His first statement for publi- 
cation with reference to his tangled af- 
fairs was given to the Post-Dispatch 
yesterday. Efforts to see him today at 
his home, 6280 Washington boulevard, 
were unsuccessful. 

In hie statement yesterday, Stevens 
admitted that since 1912 he had been 
covering up irregviarities in the ac- 
counts of his office in the hope that his 
business would be straightened out. Ho 
said he believed his liabilities were be- 
tween $80,000 and {20,000 and that his as- 
sets would be found to be worth $20,- 
000. 

None of the experts who have been 
investigating the affairs of the Stevens 
firm at Clayton expressed the belief that 
the assets would be sufficient to cover 
the labilities. 


MILK PRODUCERS TO ASK 
HIGHER PRICE ON OCT. 1 


A wholesale price of 3 cents a gallon 
for milk delivered in St. Louis and 32 
per 190 pounds for milk delivered at sta- 
tions, will be demanded Oct. 1 by the 
1300 dairymen comprising the Southern 
Tilinois Milk Producers’ Association. A 
committee has been appointed to pre- 
sent the demand for higher prices co 
the St. Louis dairies which retail milk 
to the public. 

Should the Ilino's dealers be success- 
ful in enforcing their demands for nigh- 
er prices it is expected that there will 
be an advance ia the retail price of 
milk in St. Louls. 

The wholesale price last winter was 
18 cents a galidn ‘delivered in St. Louis, 
or $1.75 a hundred pounds delivered at 
the stations. A committee representing 
the producers met at the Laclede Hotel 
in St. Louis yesterday. The dry weath- 
er last summer and the high price of 
feed were given ar reasons why they 
would demand higher prices for milk.

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 16.—Fifteen 
trunk line railroads in Missouri today 
filed with the Public Service Commis- 
sion a schedulo increasing the passenger 
rates to 8 cents a mile and freight rates 
from ® to 200 per cent. The commission 
will investigate the proposed increases 
end it has the power to prohibit them if 
they are found to be unreasonable. 

The present rate of $19 per car on 
watermelons, fruit, berries and perish- 
able foodstuffs would be increased un- 


from St. Louis to Kansas City, accord- 
ing to C. B. Bes, rate expert for the 
commission. The rate on furniture, 
which is third class freight, would be 
inoreased from $28 to $90 per car from 
St. Louis to Kansas City. The cost of 
hauling grain between 5t. Louis and 
Kansas City would be increased from $34 
to $58 per oar. 

The rate on livestock under the new 
schedule would be increased from 4 per 
cent to 100 per cent. On cattle a raise 
from $27.12 to $3850 per car from St. 
Louis to Kansas City is proposed, and 
on horses and mules from $27.12 to $65.). 

The roads which filed the new sched- 
ules are the Santa Fe, CC. B. & Q,, 
Rock Island, Chicago & Alton, Chicago, 
Minneapolis & .St. Paul; Kansas City 
Southern, Quincy, Omaha & Kansas 
City; M., K. & T.; Missouri Pacifia, Cot- 
ton Belt, Wabash, Missouri North 
Arkansas, lewa & Tilinois, Iron Moun: 
tain and the St. Louis & San Francisco 

The railroads notified the commission 


in July they -were preparing to file a 
new schedule of rates and asked that 
the order or commission compelling 
them to make reduced rates for through 
hauls be suspended until their new 
schedules were filed. The request was 
granted, but they were ordered to file 
a schedule of their freight rates then 
in force. They ignored the order of the 
commission in that respect, according 
to Bee. and filed this new schedule.

| The Efficiency Board Bill. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

As chairman of the Committee on Legislation 
of the City Council it devolved upon me to report 
the bill having to do with the organization of the 
present Efficiency Board of the city of St. Louis. 
This bill, drawn by the City Counselor, was con- 
sidered and reported upon favorably by the Corn- 
mittee on Legislation with but one amendment, 
towit: Striking out the clause providing that the 
salaries of the.three members should be $1800 
per annum and inserting in lieu thereof a clause 
increasing the amount to $3000 for each member. 
The House of Delegates amended the bill by al- 
tering the section providing for the manner in 
which the employes of the board should be se- 
lected. Our committee recommended approval of 
this House amendment after being assured that 
_§t could not impair the usefulness of the ordi- 

nance. This assurance was predicated on the 

charter provision, which clearly clothed the board 
itself with the power and duty of selecting and 
getting the pay of its employes. An -additionul 
> feason for the concurrence on the part of the Cou- 
cil was the fact that, since the charter became 
operative on Aug, 29, 1914, it became imperative 
that all vital legislation be enacted before that 
date. Refusal to concur, in view of the very 
. gphort time in which we had to act, would havs 
' fc'ad us on Aug. 29 without an Efficiency Board. 
“~"T. summarize: 

1. The House amendment, dismissing the intent 
of its framer, could not vitally hobble or in- 
jure the bill, since it was in plain contravention 

of the charter provision. 

2. Failure upon the part of the Ceuncil to act 
speedily would have resulted in serious embar- | 
rassment to the oity on Aug. 29. 

We made the best of an unfortunate situation 
and the City Counselor's subsequent ruling has 
vindicated the Council's action. The Council com- 
mitee knew that the House of Delegates would 
not recede from its amendment and that any at- 
tempt upon its part to force a récession would 
result in one of our famous “deadlocks,”’ destruo- 
tive to all legislation.

‘COTTON VALORIZING PLANS. 

The panic in some parts of the South over the 
restriction of cotton markets seems to have 
reached inordinate, even ridiculous proportions. 

It is a time for reassuring statements, not 
alarmist predictions. Especially is the urging of 
extraordinary remedies to be avoided whose 
bizarre and far-fetched nature is itself disturbing 
as suggesting that some tremendous crash which 
only heroic measures can prevent is impending. 

To what extent will the Federal reserve system, 
when in operation, afford relief? It cannot af- 
ford full relief. Cotton growers cannot be safe- 
guarded entirely from the temporary inconven- 
ience resulting from’ the war, in which half the 
world and much more than half of the cotton- 
manufacturing cofntries are engaged. It can 
supply credit in large amounts for carrying the 
cotton until happier times come and for financing 
next year’s crop. It can relieve cases of special 
distress and hardship resulting from the difficulty 
of turning cotton into money. 

Receipts of cotton warehouses will be accepted 
as security for note issues. Those who urge that 
warehouses of adequate capacity do not exist 
must imagine that structures of stone and rein- 
forced concrete are essential to typify the solidity 
of the security. If conditions are half as critical as 
some represent, warehouses can speedily be impro- 
vised. Where would the Government store its 
cotton, if it went into a dubious cotton buying’ 
scheme on a colossal scale? The cotton inter- 
ests, some of which are very powerful, must doa 
few things for themselves. They cannot expect 
the Government to do everything for them. 

In any measures taken we must look to the end 
of the war. Then—especially if it is long-con- 
tinued—will come problems that may be even 
more puzzling than those of today. Credits can- 
not be strained and property destroyed on any 
such scale as we see now in Europe without hav- 
ing an effect on the business of the world at large. 

We do not want the end of a perilous cotton 
valorizing scheme similar to the coffee valorizing 
scheme, to which the present business distress in 
Brazil is attributed, to come simultaneously with 
the end of a war necessitating readjustments that 
must be disturbing during the first months of 
peace. ; : 

The evidence of distress, not in every case 
justified, which the South ts giving again inspires 
deep indignation at those obstructionists who de- 
layed the Federal reserve organization. The very 
knowledge that the system was in operation and 
that money could be obtained on cotton would 
have reassured the cotton growers and prevented 
their anxiety from reaching its existing sivahel 
stage. | 
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INTERNAL EVIDENCE. 

Winston Churchill’s declaration that England 
will have a million and a half men in the field 
“next summer,” and that England means utterly 
to crush Germany before permitting a peace, is 
internal evidence that he is not only half-Ameri- 
cap, but has a sound working knowledge of the 
American national indoor game. 
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INVESTIGATE THE FRISCO WRECK. 
An official investigation of the Goodwin Hollow} 
wreck is indicated, although it may result in 
proving that the conditions that caused the wreck 
could not have been avoided. If any lesson is 
tc be learned, the terrible loss of life in this 
case should impress it upon all concerned. 

Two questions are in order: What material 
was used in making the ‘fill’ at the point where 
the washout occurred? Was it such as to pro- 
tect the roadbed from heavy rains, in view of 
the fact that the hollow alongside the track 
might be converted by such rains into a rushing 
stream ? 

The condition of me track at this'and other 
fills and embankments along the line is of vital 
interest to the traveling public. With Mogul en- 
gines and steel cars flimsy fills and embank- 
ments are a daily menace. 
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A PLACE FOR RELIEF FUNDS. 
Americans raising funds to be sent to relieve 
distress caused by war in Europe should not 
overlook their first duty of this kind, here at 
home. oe: 
Thousands of men, reservists and others, have 
gone from the United States to fight in Europe's 
armies. Many of them left wives and children 
behind who are or soon will be in need of aid. 
Before sending a dollar to Europe, the subjects 
or former gubjects of European countries, en- 
gaged in raising relief funds in the United States, 
should first make provision for the families of 
their fellows who have)‘gone home” to fight. 
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HIGHER COST OF TRAVEL. 

The increase of passenger rates between St. 
Louis and Chicago and between St. Louis and New 
York was to be expected after the late approval 
by the Interstate Commerce Commission of a 
much higher rate per mile than the Missouri legal 
charge between points within the State and 1 oints 
across the State line. Probably a general large 
increase between points located in different states 
will follow in all cases where interstate rates were 
lowered to conform with state 2-cent-a-mile laws. 
The whole subject of relative charges in the 
freight and passenger departments is one on which. 
the public is in need of enlightenment. Until 
further data are afforded, the attitude of the com- 
mission will strike many observers as not without 
incensistency. It granted most reluctantly a 5 
per cent increase in freight rates on about half of 
the tonnage in one district of the country, but 
promptly and even joyously approves 20 per cent 
increases in passenger rates over charges which 
the Supreme Court of the United States has de- 
clared entirely reasonable. 

‘The action of the commission {s taken in the 
face of the fact that, whereas our freight rates 
average considerably lower than those of most 
foreign countries, our passenger rates average 
considerably higher. The third-clase cars of 
many European lines have accommodations equa! 
to first-class cars on the average American line 
and afford about the cheapest traveling in the 
world. 

Increase tn freight rates has a disadvantage in 
that it is passed on to the consumer in the form 
of still higher percentages of charges an trans- 
ported commodities. Increases in passenger rates 
do not in general have this disadvantage. At the 
same time increases on freight no higher in any

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WAR TAXES AND EBOONOMY. 

The House Democratic caueus avoided a fatal 
blunder for their party amd averted heavy hard- 
ship on the country by rejecting the tax on freight 
transportation. There is cause for wonder that 
the Democratic leaders considered a tax which in 
times of stress would increase the cost of necessa- 
ries of life and burden the entire commerce of the 
country. 

The mere levying of a tax on all commodities in 
transit would be burdensome on the people and 
unwise as a policy, but the ill effects would not end 
with the tax. Increasing of itself the freight 
rates, it would probably be made the excuse for 
further increases; just as the tariff tax, which 
it resembles as a tax on consumers, is made the 
excuse for increases in price through interest 
and profit charges far in excess of the tax itself. 
Nor would it be easy to reduce the freight rate 
when the tax increase is rémoved. | 

The Democrats have wisely chosen taxes the ef- 
fects of which will be least felt by the consuming 
public. The taxes are levied on business and on 
transactions in which the burden cannot be im- 
mediately shifted on the consumer. 

The search for new sources of revenue may well 
be diverted to new means of economy. Why 
should not the Government, in conformity with 
the rules of all business, adapt itself to reduced 
income? There are many governmental expenses 
which may be pruned without touching the great 
public works which should not be curtailed. Are 
there no barnacles in public office? Are there 
no unnecessary offices and tax-eating commis- 
sions? Are there no excessive salaries and costly 
official fads? Let us have a searching examina- 
tion of the expense books. 
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DID THEY ‘‘BEAT THE GUN?’’ 

The report that 70,000 Russian troops, most of 
them mounted Cossacks, reached France by way 
of England, within less than thirty days after 
war was declared, appears to be fairly well con- 
firmed. 

They were moved nearly 3000 miles, transferring 
from land to sea at Archangel, from sea to lana 
at some point in Scotland, from land to sea at 
an English Channel port, and from sea to land 
at the French coast. And they averaged between 
ten and twelve miles per hour for the whole jour- 
ney. 

Some military experts say the feat is impus- 
sible. 

Not, however, if the Russians “beat the gun,” as 
the sprinters sometimes try to do.

It will afford him ample time to 
shake hands with all of the local Progressives 
who are still actively Progressing—if the recent 
returns from Maine are a barometer of conditions 
everywhere.

The world has already recognized Albert as a 
new addition to its list of most unusual and in- 
teresting personages. No other European ruler 
has appeared to so great advantage during the 
present stormy time. Not even certain Balkan 
rulers have ever shown his resourcefulness, his 
military capacity and his readiness to share the 
dangers of the rank and file. 

He has revealéd himself a King in the old sense, 
a real koenig, a leader of the clan, the father of 
his people, existing on the same plane with his 
children. The Kaiser, te be sure, is participating 
in the hardships of campaigning, but under very 
different circumstances.

It had been sup- 
posed that with all the good practice 
they were getting on the Austrians they 
would be in fine fettie when they met 
the Germans. Upon the contrary, the 
Germans made one rush at them, and 
‘they all skedaddled as if the war were 
‘ever and they were hurrying home to 
‘tell the folks the good news. The 
‘Weather Bird, who witnessed the bat- 
itle, says the Russians hit the third page 
‘harder than anyone has landed upon it 
since the war began, and he doubts very 
much if they will ever get to Berlin. He 
thinks they will be lucky to get back to 
Russia: At any rate, the Germans 
crossed over to the third page after 
them in the late editions, and it looked 
as if the Russians were going to have a 
bad night over there. 
The Allies, meanwhile, continued 
hunting everybody off the front page all 
day, and they kept it pretty well clearea 
of enemies of all kinds. The feature of 
the day in that part of the paper was 
the disappearance of the German army 
led by Gen. von Kluck. Last seen ayp- 
parently heading for the second page, 
the General's army had not appeared 
there in our last edition, and it was 
strongly suspected that it had turned 
some kind of a trick. The military ex- 
perts suggested that if it were anything 
like the last trick the General turned, 
the consequences would not be very dis- 
astrous to anybody on the other side, but 
the friends of the allies were not vo 
sure. It rendered them uneasy. Tha 
friends of the allies seem to have less 
courage than anybody else participating 
‘either mentally or physically tn the war. 
Figuratively speaking, they run at the 
slightest alarm. The Weather Bird 
says the French are at the bottom of it. 
They have to have their emotions. 


THE RIVER BILL DEPORKED. 
The Senate has taken $18,000,000 out of 
the Rivers and Harbors bill, and more 
pork is to be tried out of it before it 
passes. Meanwhile, navigation is not 
suffering much upon any of the water- 
wavs which were to be benefited bv 
the huge sum lopped off the appro- 
priation, some of them enjoying the 
atrategical advantage at this time of 
not. being there yet. The Mississipoi 
River, which was already made before 
the matter came up, is probably not to 
be affected. At least, it has not been 
omitted from the proposed list of water- 
ways to be improved up to this time. 
It is comparatively easy to find upon 
the map, and is regularly furnishing its 
own water. It has, however, suffered 
for money while the bill is hung up. 
The Government improvement fleets are 
for the most part laid up, and the 
process of blaating the bluffs down and 
making them into @ikes and revetments 
js held in abeyance. It is sad, but any- 
thing affected by politics is at times 
ead.

The net re- 
sult, therefore, was an excess of im- 
ports over exports of $19,051,951. In 
July, the paper’ excess amounted to 
only $6,096,961. The most suggestive 
comparison, however, {fs that for the. 
eight monthe’ period ending with! 
August. In those months this year 
the country’s import excess amounted 
to only $41,326,888, as against an 
export excess in the yy oe 
period last year of $3658,881,9 

These figures show better an any- 
thing else the’ effects of the European 
War and the disturbance which has 
resulted from it upon this country’s 
foreign trade. They also suggest the 
need for increased revenue for this Gov- 
ernment to make good the tremendous 
falling off in imports. The wonder is, 
that with such a change in conditions 
it has been possible for the foreign ex- 
change market to reflect the improve- 
ment that has been shown in the last 
few days. There was a further decline 
in rates today for sight drafts on Lon- 
Gon the reaction being, however, only 
half cent in the pound sterling to 4.98. 
There were some Paris bills in the mar- 
ket and a little exchange on Germany 
as well as Italy. The supply was much 
short of the demand, however, but the 
-movement was freer. and grain bills 
appeared to be more abundant. 

“Another shipment .of $1,000,000 gold 
was made to Ottawa on account of the 
New York City loan transaction, the 
contributing banks paying into the syn- 
dicate thus far $8,257,000.
